This comment from Tetra Tech is worrisome, and | believe this needs to be updated to UNRESOLVED. | have just
received word that the owners at 91 Summer St have in fact emailed ZBA and are NOT ok with David Hale building near
their property. Please further research this. Hale stated in the last ZBA meeting that he has met with abutters and they
were ok with his building near their property, but from what | was told, this is false. | believe the property owners have
already emailed ZBA, but David Hale’s word cannot be trusted, and someone should be reaching out to them to verify.
This poses a huge problem.
